Police to impound bicycles 


The increasingly difficult 
problem of bicycle traffic and 
parking on campus has at- 
tained the magnitude which 
will require the University 
Police to strictly enforce all 
current campus bicycle 
regulations. Enforcement of 
these regulations will] include 
enforeement of the Sac 
ramento City licensing 
regulations for bicycles, inad- 
dition to all Sacramento City 
and California State Vehicle 
Code Rules and Regulations 
which are applicable to all 
areas of the campus and will 
be enforced. 


Bicycles not parked in the 
racks provided for that pur- 
pose will be impounded by the 
University Police and may be 
retrieved by the owner upon 
proof of ownership. All 
bicycles chained to firedoors, 
trees, lamp posts, blocking en- 
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trances, along aisles, cor- 
ndors and ramps, or chained 
to handrails will be im 
pounded 


The City of Sacramento 
licensing regulations for 
bicycles (City Code Article VI. 
Sec. 25. 138 - 25. 148) states that 
any bicycles parked or left 
Standing in public places, 
which bear no license or an ex- 
pired license, may be im. 
pounded until the owner buys 
the required new or renewal 
license 


Violations of the Sac 
ramento City Code Article VI 
are infractions and are 
punishable upon conviction by 
a fine of $50. New licenses may 
be secured at any Sacramento 
fire station between the hours 
of 3 and 6 p.m., seven days a 
week. This applies to ail 
licenses being issued for the 
first time.

Defense dept 
misleads public 


(ZNS) The U.S. Defense 
Department is reported to be 
using misleading cost figures 
in order to secretly supply the 
South Vietnamese 
government with billions of 
extra dollars in armaments 

Former New York Times 
reporter Tad Szulc, writing in 
the current edition of Rolling 
Stone, says he uncovered the 
Pentagon s bookkeeping 
methods by obtaining clas 
sified defense department 
weapons figures for late 1972 

Szulc found that the various 
jet fighters, transports and 
fighter-bombers shipped to 
Saigon were vastly under 
valued on the Pentagon's 
books. He says this procedure 
continues to enable the U.S. to 
ship many more warplanes 
and material to the Thieu 
government than official U.S 
spending ceilings legally per 
mit 

AS an example, Szulc 
reports finding that F-5A jet 
fighters sent to Saigon were 
carried on the Pentagon's 
books as being worth ap 
proximately $600,000 per 
plane The actual! 
replacement value of the F- 
5A, Szule says, is $2.2 miilion 


that 10,000 pounds of the 
substance could disappear 
each year and it might never 
be missed 


Pacific News Service 
reports that the Atomic 
Energy Commission plans to 
have 1000 nuclear power 
plants in operation within the 
next 26 years 


These plants, according to 
AEC studies, will be turning 
out about 600,000 pounds of 
“waste” plutonium each year 
The generation of waste 
plutonium, the AEC says, can 
not be calculated precisely: 
rherefore, one to two percent 
of this total weight will be 
“unaccounted for’ by the 
plants that produce it 


What this meaas is that ap 
proximately 10,000 pounds of 
plutonium will be produced 
yearly that could conceivably 
go unnoted. Terrorists or. 
other groups could siphon off 
small portions of tlus and pos- 
sibly escape detection 


An expert on nuclear 
theft problems is warning that 
the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission is not being given 
enough money to keep 
plutonium and other nuclear 
matertals out of the hands of 
terrorists or blackmailers 

University of Virginia 
Professor Mason  Willrich 
Says that the AEC’s own 
studies indicate that $85 
million will be needed next 
year to enforce safeguards 
against nuclear materials be 
ing stolen

(ZNS) New York Times 
reporter Tom Wicker has 
charged that Nelson 
Rockefeller committed what 
amounts to perjury while tes- 
tifying about the Attica Prison 
rebellion before the Senate 
Rules Committee. 

Wicker has first-hand 
knowledge of the Attica 
situation because he was .a 
member of the independent 
“Gbservers Committee’ 


which attempted to mediate 
the uprising. 


Among other members of 
the Observers Committee 
were New York Congressman 
Herman Badillo, State 
Senator John Dunne and ac- 
tivist attorney William 
Kunstler.

Wicker says that the com- 
mittee believed that 
Rockefeller's willingness to 
meet outside the prison with 
the observers might have been 
a sufficient “good faith ges- 
ture’ to bring the rebellion to 
anend 


Rockefeller rejected the 
idea of meeting with the com- 
mittee, and told senators last 
month that the committee had 
“failed.” 

The vice-presidential 
nominee also told senators 
that state’ police were 
carefully instructed to hold 
their fire and shoot their 
weapons only if they were 
threatened 


This, Wicker charges, is 
also inaccurate Wicker 
States that troopers stormed 
the prison and fired in- 
discriminately for six straight 
minutes “into a milling mass 
of gas-blinded inmates 
When the smoke finall 
cleared, he says, there were 39 
dead, including 10 hostages 
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reaper

Through their 
hunting regulations and exten- 
sive deer population surveys, 
the Fish and Game 
department have managed to 
keep the state’s deer herds at a 
fairly constant level. Hunters, 
too, have made this possibie 
by the systematic harvest of 
deer every year. 

If anti-hunting forces had 
their way, though, the deer 
herds would be anything but 
constant. 

It is pointless to argue 
whether the human migrat‘on 
to California was good 6r 
bad—it is something: tha: all 
living things in the siate must 
contend with. Because of this 
migration, the ecosystem has 
been altered considerably and

All this just goes to prove 
that a journalist is only as 
good as his/her sources. For 
us to trace this comedy of er- 
rors, we must go back to the 
source of Terry's in- 
formation—John Cox, as- 
sociate vice-president for ad- 
ministration—planning and 
management. 


One of the things that fooled 
Claude was the $5,000 cost 
outlined by Terry. The actual 
cost was $6,206. The 
authorization was almost a 
year ago and not three months 
ago. The graphics turned out 
to be a_ three-dimensional 
model 


Despite all the misin- 
formation. Claude - still 
managed to finger the 
authorization in his mind, but 
dismissed it because the facts 
didn't match. So Terry went 
back to Cox. This time he got 


no information. It can be 
debated which is more 
debilitating, misinformation 
or no information 

After Terry's article that 
described his unsuccessful 
search appeared, the 
authorization was located 
Even then it took Claude an 
hour to find it and convince 
himself that it was indeed the 
document in question 

In my own experience, Cox 
informed me that the money 
for the maps was coming from 
the public affairs operating 
expenses budget. After public 
affairs prints the class 
catalogue and campus direc- 
tory, there’s hardly money left 
to buy a hamburger much less 
print 15,000 maps at a cost of 
$8,000 

A call to President James 
Bond produced the _in- 
formation that the money was 
coming from the maintenance 
and equipment budget 

A journalist is only as ac- 
curate as his/her sources

deer population stability no 
longer exist 

For one reason or another, 
the predators that once played 
an important role in con 
trolling deer populations 
(Grizzly bears, , mountain 
lions, etc.) have either been 
completely exterminated or 
reduced considerably in 
numbers. Again it is useless to 
argue right or wrong. This is 
something that we must live 
with. 

Mother Nature Rule No. ! 
If a population becomes too 
large for the carrying 
capacity of its area and there 
is no effective predation 
disease and starvation will 
take over as a means of 
population control. 

So, now we are faced with 
the question: who or what is 
going to control deer 
populations in the state? If left 
to Mother Nature, it would 
certainly be taken care of but 
is it desirable to let large 
numbers of deer starve during 
the winter? Not only do the 
deer suffer tremendously but 
sometimes irreversible 
damage occurs to vegetation 
from overgrazing. 

Even with the present 
hunter-kills, traffic-kills, and 
deer deaths by other than 


natural causes, many areas of 
California lose substantial 
numbers of deer each year to 
winter-kill. Every year, many 
Fish and Game _ regional 
wildlife managers report that 
more deer should be killed in 
their areas to guard against a 
heavy winter-kill and to 
promote population stability 
More deer can be killed by 
instituting an either-sex or a 
doe hunt 

Unfortunately, when 
either-sex. or doe hunts are 
suggested by Fish and Game 
there is often a strong protest 
from various  anti-hunting 
organizations. While these 
groups claim to be the friends 
of wildlife and while I am sure 
there intentions are entirely 
righteous, they would do more 
harm than good 

To put it simply, killing 
deer every year actually helps 
the deer who survive to be 
heaithier and create amore 
Stable population 
- Through their license and 
deer tag fees, the California 
deer hunter plays a significant 
role in supporting the Fish and 
Game department and its im- 
portant functions. Deer 
hunters should be respected 
by people who are interested 
in protecting and preserving 
Caiiiornia widlife but this is 
usually not the <ase. 

To those who profess to be 
wildlife protectors but are 
anti-hunting, I can only say: 
Ah, but if you only understood 
(please refer to Mother 
Nature’s rule No. 1) 


Ralph Nader 
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Gov't pro-inflationary? 


Ralph Nader’s column can 
be read every Tuesday in the 
Hornet. 


Before it is possible to ex- 
pect effective anti-in- 
flationary policies to come out 
of Washington, the Ford ad- 
ministration wiil have to ask 
itself if it is willing to oppose 
some old or proposed pro-in- 
flationary practices 

Here is a handy checklist of 
pro-inflationary directions 
which many elected and ap- 
pointed politicians would 
rather not talk about with 
citizens back home 

—Campaign contributions 
are a major pro inflationary 
force. By buying or renting the 
White House and Congress, in 
dustries can obtain tax 
privileges, subsidies, inflated 
contracts or lax enforcement 
ail of which fuel inflation. Less 
than 32 million in con 
tributions by the milk cartel in 
1971 led to a reversed decision 
by the. Department of 
Agriculture to raise price sup- 
ports for milk. The result: an 
increase in the retail pnce for 
milk of $590 million the follow- 
ing year 

—Weak or  non-en- 
forcement of the anti- 
monopoly laws permit anti- 
competitive practices and 
monopolistic tie-ups to keep 
prices artificially high. Where 
anti-monopoly enforcement is 
successful, prices have 
dropped in the affected areas, 
sometimes dramatically. 
Although both the Justice 
Department and the Federal 
Trade Commission believe 
there is rampant anti- 
competitive behavior and 
monopoly in indus: and 
commerce at national, 
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regional and loca! levels, their 
budgets for investigation and 
enforcement are ridiculously 
low. Their combined budgets 
for anti-monopoly actions are 
less for one year than Genera! 
Motors grosses in fifteen 
hours. 

—Tax subsidies, cash sub- 
sidies and hidden subsidies 
pour out of Washington to 
America’s large corporations 
in the profligate, unchecked 
style of an all-powerful 
business welfare system. The 
profit-glutted oi] industry. for 
one, has been on tax welfare 
for years, paying in percen- 
tage terms about one-third in 
federal taxes of what a steel 
worker has to give to the 
Treasury 

The Joint Economic Com 
mittee of Congress filled a 
volume with descriptions of 
many kinds of subsidies to 
various industrial, maritime 
agribusiness, banking and 
commercial interests. Most of 
these subsidy programs are 
exacted by determined lob- 
byists with White House 
connections and plenty of 
money for the responsive 
legislators campaign and 
other needs. Huge defense 
contracts, replete with 
renegotiation for waste, prop 
up corporate goliaths too mis- 
managed to float on their own 

—Certain forms of 
regulation by such agencies as 
the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and the Civil 
Aeronautics Board keep 
freight rates and airline rates 
going higher and higher. The 
' S. Chamber of Commerce, 
which says it is against federal 
re;ulation, really means that 
the only federal regulation it is 
against are the few laws 
protecting the consumer 

The ICC truck freight rate 
and the CAB airline rate ap- 
provals foster price fixing 
which the truck and airline in- 
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dustries favor. And so does the 


Chamber of Commerce. In- 
dustry-supported regulation 





of transportation and com- 
munications by the federal 
government has cost con- 


sumers between $16 and $24 
biJlion annually in the form of 
higher prices and waste 
based on the best scholarly es 
timates of our regulated sec- 
tor 

One form of deregulation 
which would gouge consumers 
out of $10 billion a year, ac- 
cording to estimates of 
Federal Power Commission 
economist David Schwartz, is 
ending price controls over new 
natural gas. Wall Street emis- 
sary William Simon, mas- 
querading as Treasury 
Secretary, is the leading ad- 
vocate in the Ford ad- 
ministration for getting this 
superinflationary legislation 
through Congress 

As if repeated price in- 
creases granted recently by 


the Federal Power Com- 
mission to the lushly 
profitable natural gas com- 


panies {mostly owned by the 
oi! companies) were not high 
enough, Simon’s latest anti- 
consumer craze would result 
in natural gas prices tripling 
in less than a year from their 
present record high level 
Simon also wants to decontrol 
“old domestic oil, which now 


sells for a record $5.25 per 
barrel, so that it can go, he 
says, to $11 or $12 a barrel 
Imagine what results these 
two moves would have in 
gasoline and home fuel prices 

None of these hyperin- 
flationary recommendations 
has anything to do with cost 
pressures or return on 
investment they have 
everything to do with satis 
fying corporate greed of epic 
proportions 


Although the Ford ad 


ministration like its 
predecessor, talks about cur- 
bing waste in energy and 


bureaucracy, It is reluctant to 
apply the necessary muscle 

Reducing energy waste in 
industry commerce, and 
products like automobile 
engines means reducing sales 
of the oil, gas, coal and utility 
companies In choosing 
between corporations or con- 
sumers, the White House 
wastes little time in being ser- 
vile to the former 

-The one move which 
Gerald Ford can make for 
helping consumers is to urge 
the Senate Republicans like 
Senator Robert Griffin (R- 
Mich.) to stop the filibuster 
and pass the Consumer Ad- 
vocacy Bill, S. 707. Thus far, 
President Ford has been 
silent. So he needs to hear 
from consumers who are 
gritty enough to become ac 
tive citizens and put this and 
other questions to their 
President and congressional 
representatives 


Little leaguers meet 


(ZNS) The League of Little 
People held their annual 
convention in West Germany 
last week—and concluded by 
calling on the German 
Government to grant them 
special benefits because of 
their sizes 

The League of Little People 
is open to all adults who are 
less than five feet tall. Forty- 
sever-inch Otto Engel. the 
league’s accountant, charged 
that little people are one of the 
mest discriminated against, 
yet unrecognized minority 
groups in the world. 

Engel said that little people 
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are rarely admitted to 
colleges—unless their 
academic scores are at least 
ne grade better than those of 
other students 
He added that little people 
encounter great difficulties in 
everyday life, such as getting 
on buses: he said they often 
find it impossible to reach the 
buttons in an elevator in order 
to get to the nght floor. The 
group asked the German 
government to grant each lit- 
tle person in Germany a 
federal subsidy of up to $2400 
to compensate for their han- 
dicap. 
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Male liberation class

Male Liberation is the sub- 
ject of a new course which will 
be open to community men 
The class will be taught by 
Michael Dues, associate

Harriers win debut at Stanislaus

The Hornet harriers, plac 
ing four runners in the top 
eight, won the Northern 
California Invitational at CSC, 
Stanislaus Saturday over six 
teams. 

The invitational, which 
CSUS won for the second 
straight year, was the season 
opener for the Hornets. The 
six-fold victory followed pre 
season time trial losses to 
University of Nevada, Reno 
and the UC-Davis Aggies. 

Steve Brooks of Stanislaus 
opened up a 150-yard lead in 
the first mile. Meanwhile, 
Hornet ace Kevin Furey hung 
back with his teammates, 
intending to wade to the front 
before the finish of the flat > 
mile. It almost worked. 

Brooks, a sensation at San 
Jose City College last year, 
never slowed down. Furey, 
second in 25:56, was nearly a 
minute behind Brooks, timed 
in 24:58 Sac State’s Garry

Green finished fourth, eight 
seconds behind Furey 
Hornets John Mijares and 
Bob Cooper followed Furey’s 
example, started in the back 
before picking off opponents 
one by one. They placed 

























seventh and eighth in 2:21 
and 26:25, respectively 
George Valuska and ‘“Fran- 
ko’’ Scruggs came in a minute 
later for CSUS, in 22nd and 
23rd, respectively. “I should 
have been up there within the 
top fifteen at least.’’ Scruggs 
complained. 

The team celebrated their 
first victory witha lunchat the 
Perry Boys’ Smorgy in 
Modesto on the way home 
“The food was great at Perry 
Boys’ "', said Scruggs. “But 
the ice cream wasn't too 
good,"’ added Valuska. 

Furey chose instead to pat- 
ronize the McDonald's next 
door. ‘My tastes vary ac- 
cording to how I doin the race 
When I run poorly, my tastes 
are equally poor.’’ Furey was 
disappointed with his race 

Although half the team felt 
they hadn't run up to par, the 
Green and Gold’s team show- 
ing was impressive. Their 
point score of 42 topped 
University of Nevada, Reno's 
“B’' team (49), host CSC, 
Stanislaus (58), UC- 
Berkeley's ‘‘B’s’’ (85), and 
CSU, Hayward (184). Colum- 
bia Junior College and CSU, 
San Francisco didn't field full 
teams. 

Both Hayward and San 
Francisco are in the Far 
Western Conference with 
CSUS. Sac State's top four all 
placed higher than San Fran- 
cisco’s top finisher. The first 
Hayward Pioner to cross the 
line was a mere second ahead 
of John Semler, who in placing 
3h was Sac State's seventh 
man.

General Prats feared 
U.S. assassination 


(ZNS) Former Chilean 
General Carlos Prats, who 
along with his wife was as 
sassinated in a bombing in 
Argentina earlier this week, 
had privately told friends 
shortly béfore his death that 
he believed American agents 
were out to kill him 

Washington Post 
pondent Marlise Simons 
reports from Mexico that 
she has interviewed a close 
friend of General Prats who 
was helping the general write 
his memoirs while he lived in 
exile in Argentina. 

General Prats, a former 
member of the Allende 
government, left Chile follow- 
ing last year’s bloody coup.

The Post says that General 
Prats told his friend he had 
received information about a 
plot to assassinate him. Prats 
further confided that the plot 
called for his death to be 
blamed on right-wing 
elements in Argentina 

General Prats is quoted as 
saying, however, that if he 
were to be killed, he believed 
that either American 
operatives or right-wing 
Chileans would be the 
conspirators behind his death. 
He reportedly stated that 
these forces wanted him dead 
because he knew a great deal 
about the preparations for the 
military coup that resulted in 
Allende’s death.

(ZNS) Critics of the Viet- 
nam War have often warned 
that the technology of Viet- 
nam would be brought home 
and used by domestic police 
forces.

Black Image 


The notion of a Black Image 
in the visual arts had its 
origins in this country during 
the postwar decade of the 
1920's.
